Much uf the talk in political and m ilitary 
circles hero is as to the probable duratio n 
of our w ar w ith Spain. 
O pinions g reatly 
vary. 
But in spite of the sig nificant oc­ 
currences of the last week I find the p re­ 
vailing belief to be th a t the w’ar is g oing 
to be a short one. N aturally in naval and 
m ilitary circles there is no desire to m ini­ 
mize the im portance of the w ork in hand. 
Our m anag ers of w a r do not like to have 
it said th a t they have an easy task before 
them. The g reater the difficulty the g reat- 
ur the honor that is to bo theirs w hen it is 
all over. 
And yet It is difficult to see 
ho w Spain 
is g oing to p u t up a stubborn resistance. 
-Modern w arm a k ing is so larg ely a m a tte r 
of money and Spain is in such dcsjieruto 
financial straits th a t only the pessimists 
believe Spain will 
1*» able to keep it up 
f o r any g reat leng th of time. 
I find in W ashing ton eireles which are 
specially well inform ed a belief th a t som e­ 
thing like this is g oing to happen: A w ar 
of a m onth or two m o nth s ’ duration, in 
which Spain will try to avoid a g eneral 
anil decisive naval eng ag em ent, h ut con 
trive to have a sea battle or two th a t m ay 
be used to please the people of the p enin­ 
sula with, and then a secret req uest by 
Spain for the m ediation of the powers. 


F o r e i g n M e dia tio n. 
Suppose Spain does induce the powers 
of Europe to offer m ediation. 
So far as 
the world know s or the record show’s, this 
mediation of a neutral character will be 
offered by the powers on their own motion, 
solely with a desire to put an end to hos 
till ties. 
The United States could in dig 
nity accept such m ediation, for by th at 
time it is m orally certain the U nited States 
would have an advantag e from the naval 
and m ilitary point of view. 
C uba is tl 
bone of contention, and by tho tim e tho 
European powers conclude tho opportune 
moment, for m ediation lias arrived tin 
United S tates in pr» tty sure to be m aster 
of Cuba, either by virtue of directm tlitury 
occupation or by forcing the Spanish troops 
in the island to su b m it throug h th» sini 
pie process of a blockade which shall starve 
them out. 
As m aster of C uba tho U nited 
S ta te s 
could very well afford to Hilniit, of ueg oti 
ations for a settlem ent, for then there 
could be no other settlem ent than one ur 
ri ved at by » Spain’s w ith draw al from Cuba 
[ Timt is the w r y point the United States 
¿lime at, and as long as th a t was assured 
m ediation could do this country 
110 harm , 
Spain would have m uch to g ain by modi 
atlou, because in this w ay it m ig h t I/ring 
the ruinous w ar to an end w ith o ut bein, 
forced into an abject surrender, without 
being compelled t« i face tho dreadfully hu 
m iliating alternative of retiring from the 
field soundly w hipped and long er unable 
to Stand before her west -rn foe. 
D iplom ats tell m e th a t Spain would Jiki 
no th ing better th a n a chance to drop C uba 
under the pretex t th a t she was surrender 
ing to the powers of Europe and not to 
the odious “ Yunkeo pig s. ” 
But, as a 
p relim inary to thiH, Spanish prido and 
Spanish “ h o no r” m ust bo satisfied by of 
faring resistance by a t l» *ast enoug h of a war 
to enable » Spain to claim she had not yield 
ed w ith o ut a strug g le. In Spain the a rt of 
g o v ernment co nsists o f two striking thing s 
— first,, fooling the world, und, when thut 
fails, fooling the people of » Spain. 
For a 
long tim e it has been th e play </f Spanish 
diplom acy to delude and hoodw ink th e C u 
bans into acceptance of some sort of term s 
of settlem ent. 
Tho insurg ents w e r e t» » o 
wily and too ex perienced to lie ca ug h t in 
th a t trap a second tim e. .lust as » Spain has 
tried to deceive tho C ubans so has sb. 
done her best t» i deceive tho United States 
as to tho prog ress of her efforts t o “ r< 
fo rm ” and to “ pacify” Cuba. 
Paym ent of C u lm ’* D eb t. 
J u s t a t th e present tim e the politicians 
of » Spain would not dare surrender Cuba. 
Such a surrender would doubtless over­ 
tu rn the dynasty. 
It would cost the boy 
k ing bis th ro ne and break the heart of bis 
m other, the q ueen reg ent; therefore th 
war. 
B u t in tho opinion of the shrewd 
diplom ats w ith w hom I have talked the 
day is soon coining w hen Spninisb polit 
icai leaders will hatch up a scheme of in 
te rnatio na l 
m ediation 
under cover of 
w hich they hop© to dare to yield the Pearl 
of tho Antilles. 
In order to do this in 
such way as to m ak e it successful—to fool 
the people of S p ain— tho whole th ing m ust 
be skillfully handled. 
Perhaps .Spain's 
perpetual possession of P uerto Rico and of 
tho P hilippines will be g uaranteed her 
Possibly a plan m ay I/o Arrang ed for sa d­ 
dling a part of the debt upon C uba—a ny­ 
th ing th a t will place in the bands of the 
» Spanish cabinet the m eans of appeasing 
the people of tho peninsula. 
On the other hand, there are keen ob 
servers here who believe the war 
1« g r/ing 
to be a Jong one, stubbornly foug ht by 
Spain. 
I hey th ink she will avoid a g e n­ 
eral naval eng ag em ent und watch 
her 
chance to attack an A m erican 
city or t« i 
wurk havoc am ong our 
fleets with her 
sw ift cruisers and her flotillas of torj/edo | 
boats, the troops now in C uba m eanwhile 
keeping up a stubborn fig ht and trusting 
to the very tactics as to warfare in tho is 
land w hich the insurg ents have so success­ 
fully followed—th a t is to say, by retreat 
ing to the interior and g iving battle only 
am id favorable surrounding s. 
While it is possible » Spain may adopt 
this m ethod there is one form idable ob 
stacio to its success, and th a t is the block­ 
ade. 
» Spain cannot escape both horns of 
the dilem m a. E ither C uba m ust l>e aban 
donod, left to starve throug h tho efficiency 
of the blockade, or elso she m ust risk a 
naval eng ag em ent that m ig h t put an end 
to the w ar because of the destruction of 
the » Spanish navy. 
It is impossible for 
Spain to do both of these thing s for any 
g reat leng th </f tim e. 
.whu cannot avoid a 
naval battle arid also keep up the w arfare 
in Cuba. 
It is always foolish to underrate one's 
adversary, and sometim es it is costly. B ut 
unless all sig ns fail th» / United .States is 
vastly superior to .'» pain not only in power 
of ships, but in personnel, in condition of 
g uns and m achinery and, above all, in 
coal supplies. 
Spain doubtless depends 
m uch upon the coining of the hot and wet 
season » n Cuba, with its train of yellow 
fever and other diseases sure to attack our 
unacclim ated troops', but evfn h ire the 
A m ericans may g reatly surprise the dons.

Court adjourned here until 9 o’clock 
this morning and the jury had 
a 
breathing spell and a walk with officers 
about the city . 


THURSDAY MORNING. 


There was the usual crov J in a ttend­ 
ance this morning when court opened 
and the people held their seats throug h 
the day listening to the ex amination of 
witnesses. 
Wenker, the defendant, en­ 
deav ors to maintain an easy , uncon­ 
cerned appearance.

The ex aminatio n o f Lo u is 
Herly 
which was co mmenced last night co n­ 
tinu ed. 
lie met Night 
Watchman 
ab o u t half a b lo ck fro m his house. 
Night W atchm an say s “ this is the 
Marshal and W enker said ho wo u ld 
like to see them o v er to hie (the ma r­ 
shal’s) ho u se. 
Went o v er to the ho u se 
and W enker to ld the Marshal he had 
-o ine wo rk he wanted him to do o n the 
juiet. 
T he Marshal said 
all right, 
p ro v ided it didn’t g et him into trouble 
Wenker said he 
had 
co mmitted a 
ieed, and at the jsame time drew a re­ 
v olv er out o f his pocket and handed ii 
0 the marshal, and also g a v e him 
come cartridg es. 
He would not at first 
ell what the trouble was, but said that 


he wanted to g et out of town rig ht 
away . 
When asked where it was tha t 
he had the trouble, he said out In the 
country . 
He insisted on being taken 
out of town at once; wanted to g o to 
Oreg on. 
The marshal said that they 
had better wait for the ev ening train. 
Tho officer said tha t he would g o up 
town aad see if the people had heard 
a ny thing of the affair. 
Wenker said 
tha t he was afraid of a mob coming 
there and ly nching him. 
He said it 
was the result of an old affair and ha p­ 
pened on a farm two and one-haif miles 
south of Creston. 
Witness went down 
town to the Northwestern depot and 
asked people he met if they had heard 
a ny thing about the affair, and they 
said they had not. 
Up to this time did 
not know who the person was tha t had 
been killed. 
Then he went up town to 
look for a justice of the peace: met 
Clarence Gardner, attorney of Rochelle. 
A <ked him what to do. 
W ent up in 
his office and he said to Wenker he 
mig ht as well tell now what his trouble 
was and then ho told us it was about 
Fred Tolsted. 


W E N K E R W A NTED TO HANG PROPERLY 


— TH E WOMAN IN T H E CASE. 


W enker said tha t there was a woman 
mix ed up in the affair by the name of 
Cody . 
He said: “ If the law meant for 
him to ha ng he would take his medi­ 
cine, but ho would bo dammed if he 
wanted to be hung by a lot of farmers.” 
He then went ov er to the J ustice’s of­ 
fice. 
J ustice wanted to know what the 
matter was and we told him we had a 
man who wanted to plead g uilty ; tha t 
ho had shot a man. 
Mr. 
Way ask­ 
ed him how he happened to do it, and 
he said he went out there to ma ke T ol­ 
sted ta ke something back tha t he had 
said about himself and a woman; they 
quarreled and Tolsted raised a shov el 
to strike him and he shot him. 
Shot 
him four times and the fifth time the 
ca rtridg e snapped. 
Witness said he 
smelt rev olv er and was satisfied it had 
been fired within four or fiv e hours. 
Witness went with Wenker to 
the 
train; told him he hoped he wouldn’t 
g et it too hard. Wenker said he mig ht 
swea r out of it only for tha t City A t­ 
torney Gardner. 
W illia m Henry Way , city marshal of 
Rochelle, saw defendant on December 
24th la st at Rochelle about 4:30 in the 
afternoon. 
Met him and Mr. Berly 
coming to his house. 
Wenker wanted 
to see him in priv ate 
He said he 
wanted to g ot out of town quick, he 
had shot a man. 
Wenker ¡took a re­ 
v olv er and some ca rtridg es out of *his 
pocket and g a v e him. 
1 sm eltof it and 
knew it had been recently used. 
Re­ 
v olv er was loaded. 
Said reason he had 
the rev olv er loaded was he was afraid 
of a mob coming to ly nch him and that 
he would do away with himself first. 
Said 
he had worked for Fred To lsted 
and there was a woman in the trouble; 
tha t Tolsted had made some 
remaiks 
about tho woman and he went there to 
make him ta ke them back: he re­ 
fused, they had words and To lsted 
ordered him off the place. 
Wenker 
said ho would not g o until he made it 
all rig ht: Tolsted started at him with 
a shov el and he shot him. 
Wenker 
seemed to be v ery anx ious to g et out of 
town; said there were some fello ws in 
a field eithor hunting rabbits or after 
him, and if the latter, they - would be 
there in Rochelle in a short time. Wo 
went ov er to a J ustice’s office with de­ 
fendant and Berly told him we hail a 
man who was in trouble. 
The J ustice 
wanted to know about it and 
we told 
him he had killed a man. 
Then Wen­ 
ker told him what he had done: said it 
would be hard Christmas for his moth­ 
er; seemed to think a g ood deal of her. 
When ta lking about the affair he said 
he didn't wait until Tolsted hit him as 
ho did not want to be all cut up: wit­ 
ness remarked tha t Tolsted could not 
hit him with shov el when he was lo o k­ 
ing at him and Wenker rep lied that lie 
did not want to take any chance.

There was somewhat of a chan ge in 
the program of the bi-weekly meetin g 
of the Phidian Art Clu b Wedn esday 
aftern oon : the su bject of Etchers an d 
Etchin g hav in g been so completely de 
v eloped that sev eral of the papers on 
other phases ol art were deferred till a 
fu tu re occasion . 
Mrs. Law, the cor­ 
respon din g secretary , had 
by some 
power of persu asion in du ced Albert 
Lou llier, the art dealer in Chicago, to 
en tru st the clu b with the loan of a col­ 
lection of etchin gs which an y city in 
the Un ion might be prou d to be pe r­ 
mitted to retain for a time. 
This col­ 
ection , embracin g sev eral hu n dred, 
together with a large collection of 
poster prin ts, kin dly loan ed by Miss 
Hu n t, filled the n orth wall of the lon g 
hall of the society in the u pper story of 
the Klin g bu ildin g. 
At the appoin ted hou r the hall was 
well filled with members an d in v ited 
frien ds, an d the program was open ed 
with a talk on the Modern Poster by 
Mrs 
Geo. C. Lov elan d. 
In a v ery 
pleasin g man n er she con v ey ed a great 
deal of in terestin g in formation in re­ 
gard to what has in a comparativ ely 
few y ears become a recogn ized depart­ 
men t of art. 
The poster was in tro­ 
du ced 
by the Lon don 
Graphic 
in 
18 69-70, an d as it at on ce spran g in to 
popu larity it was soon u sed as a mean s 
of effectiv e adv ertisin g by other firms, 
At first it was a scheme in black an d 
white, of brillian t lights an d broad 
shadows, strikin g in effect—a decora­ 
tion in harmon y with the article adv er­ 
tised withou t in an y way represen tin g 
the article. 
The color scheme of the 
presen t day was 
ren dered 
possible 
throu gh the patron age of ex ten siv e 
agricu ltu ral implemen t firms an d the 
man u factu rers of proprietory medi­ 
cin es, etc. 
Throu gh 
those mean s, 
! masterpieces of art su itable for their 
pu rpose were pu rchased at en ormou s 
prices, an d throu gh the process of 
chromo-lithography 
wore 
mu ltiplied 
an d made a most beau tifu l an d su g­ 
gestiv e mediu m of adv ertisin g. 
[This 
seems to u s, howev er, bu t a little 
more refin ed desecration of art than 
wou ld be the pain tin g of a sign of 
“ Porou s Plasters" across the shou lders 
of the statu e of the Ven u s de Milo.] 
Amon g the earlier masterpieces of art, 
con v erted in to an immen sely popu lar 
poster by the man u factu rers of P e a r’s 
Soap was the charm in g pictu re “ Bu b­ 
bles,” by Millias. 
The best origin al 
work of the kin d is n ow don e for the 
v ariou s pu blishin g hou ses in illu strat­ 
in g the cov ers of their periodicals an d 
books, The art is n ot an Jllu stritiy e, 
bat pu rely & decorativ e on e. 
Miss Hu n t was then called to the 
floor an d made a few ex plan ation s 
with regard to her collection , speakin g 
especially of the work of Mr. Pe~Lfield, 
with which she had become qu ite fa­ 
miliar du rin g her art stu dies in New 
York. 
After a few min u tes in termission , 
the ladies were again called to order 
by the presiden t, Miss Katherin e God­ 
frey , an d Mrs. Dorothy N. Law stepped 
in fron t of the pictu res, an d facin g her 
au ditors, read an in ten sely in terestin g 
paper on “ Etchin g an d Etchers,” 
in ­

Mrs. Law has ev iden tly 
giv en the su bject of her paper v ery 
mu ch thou ght an d carefu l stu dy , an d 
thou gh in in trodu cin g it she said « that 
she kn ew bu t v ery little abou t the su b­ 
ject, we v en tu re to say that before the 
readin g was brou ght to a close, her 
hearers « kn ew v astly more abou t ft 
than they had kn own before. 
Etchin g, while datin g back to the 
early part of the 17 th cen tu ry , is an art 
abou t- which comparativ ely little is 
kn own . 
In her researches Mrs. Law 
has discov ered that amon g all the .v ol­ 
u mes u pon the v ariou s phases of a rt 
there are bu t three books which treat 
of etchin g, an d the su bstan ce of the 
fewbn agazin e an d cy clopaedic articles 
on the su bject hav e been deriv ed from 
on e or the other of these, an d in fact 
on e book con tain s all there is in the 
other two, an d throu gh the thou ghtfu l 
foresight of Miss Eells the Phidian Art 
Clu b library is in possession of this 
v alu able work by Philip Gilbert Ham - 
erton . 
Etchin g is a prin t from an etched 
metal plate. 
The word is deriv ed from 
the Du tch etsen , to eat or corrode, an d 
is in dicativ e of the process by which 
the work is produ ced. 
Copper, 
steel 
j an d zin c are u sed, bu t the first is de- 
1 cidedly the preferable metal. 
A v ery 
in terestin g description was giv en of 
| the process of preparin g the plate with 
a grou n dwork of wax , tracin g the de­ 
sign with the etchin g n eedle, su bmerg­ 
in g in the aqu afortis bath, stoppin g 
ou t, etc. 1 hen the processes of prin t­ 
in g, were in telligen tly treated of an d 
the reason s giv en why the first im­ 
pression s were the most highly v alu ed.

On the m orning of J uly 3, 1873, I 
w as sitting in tint shade of our adobe 
ranch building on the bank of the South 
P latte, when I noticed a m an stagger 
ing along the dusty trail to the north of 
the horse corral. 
“ Some drunken pilgrim from Jules- 
burg, ’’ I thought, for although Jules- 
burg was nearly 100 m iles d ista n t I 
knew that more than one tra m p had 
there bought enough “ tanglefoot” to 
keep him drun k uniil he either reached 
D enver or lost his scalp on the way. 
I regarded the m an lazily until he 
came so near tha t his head and features 
began to take definite shape. 
T hen I 
saw w ith alarm that his hatless head 
w as literally the color of blood and that 
his shirt front was m arked w ith dark 
streaks. 
I got up and hurried to m eet 
him . 
To m y horror, upon a near a p­ 
proach I discovered that he iiad not 
only been wounded in the head, hut had 
been actually scalped. 
I w ill not atteuipt to describe his 
frig htful condition. 
Yet he had full 
control of his faculties and began ra pid ­ 
ly telling his sad story as I put m y arm 
about him to steady his walk. 
He had been traveling tow ard Denver 
from the east, driving a lig ht wagon 
w hich contained only himself, his wife 
and a few household articles and pro­ 
visions. 
They had camped on the river 
about two m iles below our ranch the 
n ight before. 
About daylight, just as 
they were g ettin g breakfast, they had 
been pounced upon by a party of m o un t­ 
ed 
Indians, w ho rode out from the 
m o uth of a gulch close a t hand and 
opened fire upon them. 
“ i was frying a pan of bacon,” said 
the m an— his nam e was W illiam Ror-u- 
im nd— “ when sudd* nly I heard th. m 
yelling, 
I looked up and just got a 
glim pse of them — u dozen 
or 
15, 
1 
should say— when they began firing, 
and I felt w ha t mis’ht have been a 
stroke on my head, and no more. W hen 
I woke up, i was the way you see me. 
T he wreck of my wagon was there, but 
my wife and horses wore gone. And so I 
staggered a Way, and here I am, and 
w hether I ought to thank God I d id n ’t 
see my. w ife lying there dead is more 
than I know. I suppose the y ’ve carried 
her aw ay i. prisoner. ” 
A t the sight of the poor man there 
was in me a fury of desire to punish the 
fiends w ho had so m utilated him, and 
w hen he begged me to go at on» v to the 
nearest post for heip to rescue Ids w ife 
I sa id : “ T here’s no need. As there were 
only 12 or 15 w e ’ll try it ourselves.” 
“ Rouse, rouse! ” L shouted to mv men 
in the hut. F ortunately there were in it 
live of them asleep. 
T hey roused instautly and w ere as 
surprised, horrified and fierce as myself 
a t the dreadful plight of Rosamond. 
W hile I set about washing and dressing 
his w ounded head they bolted some food 
and coffee, saddled horses and declared 
they would follow the Indians a n y ­ 
w here, if only their trail could bo struck 
and kept. 
T he bullet, I found, had struck Rosa­ 
m ond on LI to tem ple near the left eye 
an d had not penetrated the skull, but 
had passed around under the skin and 
come out behind the ear. 
The scalping 
kn ife had bun d the skull on top 
111 a 
circle about four inches in diameter. 
I 
soon had the wounds dressed and ban d­ 
aged; then, at his urgent request, wo 
left the m an to care for himself. 
W ith a tw o days’ ration in our sad­ 
dlebags and an extra pony for each of 
us w e galloped aw ay in pursuit of the 
Indians, and soon found the wreck of 
the wagou beside the trail some tw o 
m iles from the ranch. 
A fter a thorough search for some d is­ 
tance on every side, we became satisfied 
tha t JNlrs. Rosamoud had been taken 
captive. 
Then we took the trail of the 
ponies of the Indians and ot the tw o 
shod horses they had captured. 
As tlii« trail led us across the sandy 
valley to the north wo judged the party 
to bo Cheyennes or Sioux, for Arapahoes 
or Comunehes would most likely have 
taken the opposite direction. 
Bow Legs, our expert tracker 
fo r­ 
m erly a “ pony express” rider, ro» !e in 
advance at a jog trot* over hard ground 
an d a t a gallop across the frequent sand 
tracts, all the tim e leaning forward, 
w ith his face beside his pony’s neck 
and his eyes follow ing the prim s « f the 
shoes of the shod horses. 
And so about 
noon he led us up to tin* high land 
w hich formed the divide between the 
P la tte and C row creek. 
The day was 
clear, hot and fortunately devoid of tha t 
haze or m irage w hich so often prevails 
in tha t region. 
“ N ow, boss,” said Bow Legs, “ get 
out your glass and take a squint down 
across ’bout 15 or 20 miles ahead. 
The 
Indians have only been riding at a jog. 
and they ought to be in sig ht.” 
As I was superintendent of a large 
round up, I alw ays carried in my saddle 
holsters a signal service glass of first 
ra te power. 
Now, after a m om ent’s 
scrutiny, my binocular happened 
to 
catch the savages just as they were go­ 
ing over a ridge. 
I had time to count 
10 horsemen and a num ber of led a n i­ 
m als before they disappeared. 
“ Only 10 of ’e m !” said Bow Legs. 
“ G ood enough 1 
W e’ll make things 
w arm for the m .” 
H e had, |n fact, “ stood off” 13 alone 
on one occasion. 
On another he had 
whipp'xl nine Utes single handed aud 


had chased the four survivors several 
miles, so m uch « lid his new breechload­ 
er overm atch their bows and arrow s and 
inferior guns. 
As our Indians were going north we 
were confident they w ould 
camp on 
Crow creek, and we jogged easily after 
them. 
They evidently had no fear of 
pursuit, as they were traveling in a 
squad and going leisurely. In fa« jt, such 
isolated outrages as the one they had 
just com m itted usually w ent un pun ish­ 
ed in those days, and they probably 
thought their crim e w ould not soon be 
discovered, as they had 
assailed the 
Rosam onds on an old trail tha t w as l i t ­ 
tle used. 
At 4 o ’clock tha t afternoon we w ere 
cautiously trailin g 
w ithin 
a canyon 
which led through the breaks or bluffs 
south of Crow creek valley. 
A fter we 
had ridden for some tw o hours down the 
arroyo, w hich deepened 
and 
became 
quite rough as we advanced. Bow Legs 
pronounced the trail very fresh. A t last 
he halted just as he w as on the turn of 
a sharp corner and m otioned for us to 
gallop up. 
As we joined him he gave a w ild yell 
and dashed the spurs into his horse’s 
Hanks. 
Fo llo w in g close in his wake, I 
had the valley of Crow creek burst sud ­ 
denly upon m y view, and I saw that the 
Indians iiad picketed their ponies and 
pitched a couple of teepees on the banks 
of the stream , some 300 yards away. 
Straight a t the ir cam p we » charged. 
When I lirst saw them they were 
scattering in a dash for the ir ponies. 
We dug spurs into our an im als and flew 
at them like rockets. E ach of us carried 
revolver and a w inchester carbine 
w ith 15 shots in its m agazine. 
The evident consternation of the In ­ 
dians and the ir rusli for their horses 
took all notion of fear our, of us. 
We 
went stra ig ht for them and began firing 
before half of them had cut their ponies 
loose and m ounted them . 
Those w ho 
first reached their beasts slashed the 
picket ropes, m ounted bareback and g a l­ 
loped down the creek at the ir best pace. 
Some of the others, however, were too 
late, and we were fairly upon a half 
lozen of them w hen they had no mure 
than got to their horses. 
It was not a fight, but a rout, for the 
Indians thought only of escape, aud 
nine of them succeeded in g e ttin g away 
W e did not follow them, for our ponies 
were w orn w ith travel, an 1 it seemed 
better tha t Mrs. Rosamond should be 
token to her scalped husband as soon as 
possible. 
¡She was unharm ed and iiad been un ­ 
bound in » » ne of the teepees when our 
firing began. 
Now she came hurrying 
tow ard us. I shall never to get the poor 
w o m a n ’.« won» ! jr when we told her that 
her husband was alive. 
“ Why, I saw the m .” A ud she shud ­ 
dered and put her bands up as if to iiide 
the horrible m em ory from iier eyes. 
“ Yes, tbey d id ,” I said. 
“ B ut he 
will live and be just as we I as ever.” 
The expression of joy on her face was 
beautiful to see. 
Besides r< covering Rosam ond's horses 
we captured seven ponies, fhr >e Spring­ 
field carbines, one w inchester and live 
good saddles. 
A fter a few hours of rest we set out 
for the ranch, w hich we reached about 
10 o ’clock the next m orning. W e found 
Rosamond in a high fever and danger 
ously ill. 
But, thanks to his w ife ’s 
nursing, h«* finally recovered, and for 
tw o years afterw ard the couple cooked 
lor us at the ranch, w hich alw ays seemed 
to m e a must prosaic occupation for peo­ 
ple w ho had come through an adventure 
so 
extraordinary as theirs.— Y o uth’s 
Companion.

- - - - - - - - - 
B eef In Peace an d W ar. 
The civil w ar tha t raged in our land 
a third of a century ago operated in a 
diam etrically opposite m anner on the 
tw o sections of the United States known 
as the southw estern and the n o rthw e st­ 
ern states. ’ In the former, composed 
chiefly of the state of Texas, all access 
to outside m arkets was cut off to live 
stock. T he Union forces patrolled w ith 
gunboats the M ississippi river, and no 
herds could be taken across to feed the 
m ain rebel armies. 
C attle could not be 
shipped to Cuba for fear of alm ost cer­ 
tain capture by w ar vessels on the gulf 
passages, and they could not be safely 
driven north or west. 
So Texas’ 3,000,000 cattle m ultiplied 
like verm in in an arm y cam p upon the 
ranges of Texas, w here they ceased to 
have a cash value and became only an 
article of barter, 
75 head being e x ­ 
changed for a good saddle horse and 100 
abed for a tw o horse wagon. The stores 
in the grazing regions exchanged goods 
aud wares for them, lixing a ridiculous­ 
ly low scale of prices for the live stock, 
payable in goods, etc., from the store. 
T ins state of affairs continued until two 
years after the w ar closed. 
In tim northw est the supply of live 
stock was depleted to feed the Union 
armies, and for two or three years after 
the close of the w ar rem ained scarce 
and dear in price, so that the masses of 
laboring men aud 
factory operatives 
could scarce afford beet upon their ta ­ 
bles oftener than once a week, and then 
it was of the cheaper cuts of the carcass.

Jo hn Lambto u, Mas leading a disso lute 
life. 
Amo ng bis delinquencies w as the 
custo m o f fishing o n Sunday, and o n o ne 
o f these o ccasio ns, finding that his usual 
go o d fo rtune had deserted him , he gave 
way to tem per and invo ked curses upo n 
the river, the land, the fish, himself, 
his luck and all th a t co ncerned him.
